Not  within  the  memory  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  .generation,  probably  never  in  .the 
history  of  the  country,  has  a  presiden¬ 
tial  campaign  lieeu  conducted  so  en¬ 
tirely  ujh.*u  the'  principles  iuvolved 
and  with  less  appeal  to  blind  passion.

The  Assembly  Convention. 

The  Republican  Convention  for  the 
nomination  of  a  candidate  in  the  First  As¬ 
sembly  District  of  Essex  County,  was 
lieltl  in  I ‘mid's,  Hall  on  Thursday  after¬ 
noon.  The  natural  outcome  of  the  con¬ 
vention  was  a  foregone  conclusion  as  far 
back  as  the  adjournment  of  the*  last  legis¬ 
lature.  It  was  the  uiianinK»n3rverdict  of 
bis  Constituency  that  Mr.  McGowan, 
who  had  so  ably  represented  them  though 
the  term  was  duly  eutitled  to  a  reuomina- 
ti.m.  The  Convention  of  Thursday  was 
simply  a  compliance  with  the  formality 
of  placing  Mi.  Thomas  M«  G  >wan  in 
nomination.  Walter  S.  Freeman  of  Bloom¬ 
field  called  tlie  convention  to  order.  Mr. 

G;i  ar*l  of  Franklin  was  elected  Chairman, 
and  Mr.  A.  C  Studer  of  Montclair  Secre¬ 
tary.  lhe  formality  of  appointing  Com¬ 
mittees  on  Rules  and  Credential-,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Helsey  M.  Barrett,  of 
Bloomfield,  was  dispensed  with.  A  roll.  , 
call  of  the  delegates  waa  taken.  The 
Caldwell  delegation  was  one  short  of  its 
quota.  On  motion,  the  chairman  of  th«* 
delegation  was  empowered  tvv  cast  the 
full  vote.  In  the  informal  hallof.  Bloom- 
field  being  the  fu>t  called,  Mr.  Barrett, 
chairman  of  the  delegation,  recalled  to 
tlie  mind  of  the  convention  that  one  year

A  Suggestive  Exhibit. 

The  list  of  criminals  appointed  to  office 
by  Cleveland  embraces  137,  not  includ¬ 
ing  twenty -two  j**rsons  guilty  of  politi¬ 
cal  crimes,  *  r  fifty-nine  other  persons  directly 
connected  with  the  criminal  classes.  This 
savory  list  includes  two  murderers  ami  t^ 
tools  of  two  others,  five  notorious  duelists 
and  three  rioters — one  to  tie  judge  of  the  very 
court  by  which  he  had  been  imprisoned  six 
weeks.  It  includes  five  persons  who  had  been 
indicted  t>r  convicted,  for  frauds  against  the 
revenue  appointed  to  be  officers  of  the  revenue 
service.  It  includes  a  jury  fixer,  a  deadbeat, 
a  lawyer  guilty  of  defrauding  clients  and 
an  attorney  who  had  cleared  notorious  ban 
dits  by  contriving  a  defeat  of  justice,  all  ap¬ 
pointed  to  be  judges.  Persons  were  ap 
pointed  pension  agents  who  had  been  in 
dieted  for  violating  pension  laws.  Persons 
guilty  of  robbing  tlie  mails  were  appointed 
postmasters  or  mail  agents — one  when  ap¬ 
pointed  was  in  jail  fur  robbing  the  very  office 
to  which  he  was  appointed.  Liquor  sellers, 
their  sons  or  attorneys,  were  appointed  in¬ 
ternal  revenue  officials.  An  impeached  state 
treasurer,  defrauding  county  or  town  treas¬ 
urers.  seven  forgers— one  of  whom  served 
two  terms  for  that  offense,  but  “knew  Cleve¬ 
land  f*ersoiially'’ — and  men  guilty  of  robbery, 
embezzlement,  theft,  malfeasance,  tapping  a 
church  till,  grand  larceny,  bribery,  obtaining 
money  under  false  pretenses,  of  a  printing 
steal,  a  mileage  steal  and  a  patent  fraud,  of 
keeping  gambling  houses  and  houses  of  re¬ 
sort  for  t-ho  vile  of  both  sexes,  of  assault 
and  battvrv,  fist  fighting  and  insulting 
women,  of  assaulting  a  lady  temj>erance  lect¬ 
urer  with  a  club,  of  wife  beating,  of  black¬ 
mailing  and  selling  offices  and  of  selling  offi¬ 
cial  information,  with  an  editor  of  a  rogues’ 
paper  and  a  Brooklyn  jtolice  officer  who  was 
dismissed  for  arresting  in  her  t**  «l  at  2  a.  m.

An  Affront  to  America. 

The  New  York  Tribune  says  editorially  of 
this  remarkable  letter: 

The  letter  in  question  was  reprinted  in  The 
Tribune  from  The  Los  Angeles  Times,  which 
vouched  for  its  genuineness,  and  stated  that 
the  original  document  was  in  its  possession. 
Even  with  this  guarantee,  it  seemed  incred¬ 
ible  that  the  British  minister  could  have  been 
guilty  of  so  scandalous  an  indiscretion;  and 
we  have  refrained  from  commenting  upon 
his  performance  until  indisputable  proof 
could  be  received  that  the  letter  was  not  a 
forgery.

The  impropriety  and  indecency  of  the  Brit¬ 
ish  minister's  intervention  in  a  political  can¬ 
vass  in  the  United  States  do  not  require 
demonstration.  He  represents  his  own  gov¬ 
ernment  and  has  official  relations  with  the 
country  at  large.  He  ought  to  have  no  deal¬ 
ings  with  parties  or  factions.  Diplomatic 
usage  is  ni06t  exacting  In  this  respect.  The 
accredited  representative  df  a  foreign  court 
is  debarred  from  taking  part  in  political 
struggles  and  election  controversies.  The 
British  minister  has  so  far  forgotten  the  un- 
’  written  law  of  diplomacy  as  to  advise  natur¬ 
alized  citizens  of  English  and  Canadian  birth 
to  support  the  president  as  a  candidate  tor 
re-election.  The  correspondent  who  ventured 
to  address  him  on  behalf  ot  English-Amerj- 
cau  admirers  of  the  administration  could  not 
have  been  left  in  doubt  respecting  Lord 
Backyille’s  sympathies  and  good  wishes.  The 
letter  was  an  official  certificate  that  the 
president  is 
and  worthy 
unbroken  support 
English  or  Canadian  birth. 

The  country  is  well  aware  that  the  presi¬ 
dent  is  the  English  candidate.  The  judg¬ 
ment  of  tbe  London  and  Canadian  press  has 
been  decisive  on  this  point.  Sir  Charles 
Tupper  fully  confirmed  it  when,  after  nego¬ 
tiating  the  fisheries  treaty,  he  informed  the 
Dominion  parliament  that  the  Democratic 
and  Canadian  policies  were  one  and  the  same 
thing.  Tbe  British  minister  is  right  in  his 
facts.  The  president  is  England’s  man.  He 
stands  for  foreign  rather  than  American  in¬ 
terests.  But  it  is  an  unpardonable  affront  to 
the  intelligence  and  patriotism  of  the  conn-  i 
try  that  Lord  Sackville  in  the  pending  elec¬
